Goes After Standard Oil Lobby. 

The action of the house in securing the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate the 
Standard Oil lobby was precipitated by a 
story in a local newspaper which declared: 
“The Standard Oi] company failed to buy the 
senate; will it succeed in buying the house?” 
The idea was that the trust had used “ bar- 


“yels of money in trying to prevent the pas- 


sage of the bill to establish the state oil re- 
finery, demanded by the producers. a 
The trouble which now embroils all Kansas 
goes back to three years ago, when the oil 
producers of the state, owners of hundreds 
of wells, forced to sell to the Standard, began 
to declare they were not being given a 
“ square deal.” Slowly associations were or- 
ganized to demand what they thought was 
justice, for they charged the trust did not 
pay them a fair price for their oi! and placed 
many burdensome restrictions on them. 


Oil Protucers Are Ignored. 

These associations, united, demanded high- 
er prices for pétroléum, as the rates had 
been cut with heavy production. They were, 
ignored. They arovsed public sympathy by 
the cry, “ Kansas oll for Kansas, and they 


shipping Kansas oil out of the state in such 
quantities as to make the Kansas supply 
small and prices high. 

Denied satisfaction, the producers recently 
took their case into the legislature. The 
ery of “ Kanas oil for Kansas" their motto, 
they had a bill for the establishment of a 
State oil refinery introduced. The plan was 
to have Kansas handle its own oil and leave 
out the Standard altogether. 


Governor Wants the Refinery. 

Gov. Edward W. Hoch started the public 
agitation for a state refinery in his message 
to the legislature. He followed his message 
with a speech in which he demanded that the 
Standard company be “ throttled.” Message 
and speech aroused the people and more than 
2,000 petitions, signed by 40,000 voters, have 
been received by the legislature, urging the 
passage of the refinery bill. 


the experiment would be expensive and use- 
less support the measure because of the 
strong sentiment in favor ofit. Supplemental 
to the refinery bill are two other measures, 
one making oil pipe lines common carriers 
and the other fixing the maximum freight 
rates for oil. 

his bill aroused a vast amount of discus- 
sion, much of which was most bitter. After 
delays it went through the senate on 
Wednesday; This apparently was regarded 
as the last straw by the Standard Oil com- 


pany. 
Cuts Out All Kansas Petroleum. 

The Prairie Ofl and Gas company—the 
Kansas name for the Standard Oil company 
—posted a notice today that it would pur- 
chase no more Kansas oil. The Kansas City 
refinery is to get its supply from the Indian 
territory field and the Neodesha refinery is 
to be shut down. Until it does shut down the 
territory field will supply the Neodesha re- 
finery also. 

All the gaugers have been laid off. All 
the tanks which are full will have to stay 
ful’, and the Kanégas producer. for the first 
time in the history of the business, is “ up 
against ft.” But the producer is full of fight. 
There is no note of compromise in the oli 
fields. 

“ The Standard must operate the pipe lines 
or it will forfeit {ts Kansas charter,” is the 
position which the producers are taking: 


Producers Accept Gauntlet. 
‘More than 100 producers in the Chanute 
district today sent to Topeka the following 
statement: 

“'The Chanute oll men notice that the 
Standard has cut Kansas out and threatens 
to quit the state. That is in keeping with its 
disreputable practices. We are more deter- 
mined than ever to fight it out with the 
Standard right now. The action of the 
Standard mre¥es it more necessary to havea 
state refinery and all the legislation asked for 
by the Kansas Oil Producers’ association. 

“If the Standard quits Kansas independ- 
ent operators will come in and do the business 
on decent lines. Kansas needs and can use 
every barrel of oil it can produce for fuel and 
lighting purposes. If the Standard decides 
not to do business in this state it forfeits its 
charter and will have to take its pipe line 
out of the state. We thank every senator 
who stood for Kansas. - 


People of Kansas Aroused. 

“We feel that the house will resent this 
insult offered this state by the Standard. The 
people of Kansas are aroused as never be- 
fore. To Kansas will belong the honor of 
having first successfully resisted the 
monstrous methods of the Standard Oil com- 
pany. If the house stands by the senate this 
legislature will be the most {llustrious that 
ever met in any state.” 

There is no doubt as to the fact that the 
Standard intends to make its lesson as effec- 
tive as possible. All the plants at Chanute 
will shut down indefinitely.

South America may ftepudiate the Monroe 
doctrine, In the forthcoming message of the 
president of Argentina it is said there will be 
@ paragraph formally declaring the freedom 
of his country from American protection. 
‘The president of Chile may take similar ac- 
tion. Even Brazil, which has manifested on 
so many occasions its friendship, is consider- 
ing the advisability of withé-awing itself 
from the egis of the United States. 

Argentina, Chile, and Brazil consider them- 
selves sovereign states and entitled as such 
to the same voice in international councils 
as other nations. The Monroé doctrine places 
them in the eyes of Burope as under Amer- 
ican suzerainty, and as they transact most 
of their business with Europe they do not 
ifke the view Europeans take of them. 


Result of Roosevelt 
The recent message of President Roosevelt 
brought things t6 &@ head. That document 
has been interpreted tn South America as 
proof that the United States regards Iitseif 
as the protector of all the republics of the 
western hemisphere. 


shows it knows how to act. with reasonable 
eil.clency and decency in social and political 
matters, if it keeps order and pays its obli- 
gations, it need fear no interference from the 
United States.” 
The president also referred to the 

in stable and just civilization “which so 
many republics in both the Americas are con-

Nevertheless, it is the grievance of Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, and Chile that the president 
fails specifically to mention them instead of 
classing them with states which are chron- 
ically engaged in revolution. There have 
been exchanges of views between South 
American states in regard to the advisability 
of ending once and for all what are regarded 
as “ Yankee pretensions to guard the west- 
ern hemisphere from European aggression.” 

fo Resist Intervention. 

Spanish-American diplomats suggest that 
each of the nations named should make a 
deciaration of purpose to resist intervention 
by any state for any purpose whatsoever. 
This, of course, would be aimed against the 
United States, and peculiarly against the 
Roosevelt interpretation of the Monroe doc- 
trine, which contemplates Intervention in 
flagrant cases of wrongdoing or impudence in 
the republics of this hemisphere. 

Several facts have come to the attention 
of the authorities here which show the pe- 
cullar state of mind into which South Ameri- 
cans have worked themselves. Argentina 
has sent her minister of finance to Chile to 
pave the way for the abrogation of the pro- 
tocol limiting the naval armament of each 


avert war between them. Ostefisibly Ar- 
gentina has been moved to this action by 
the appropriation of $60,000,000, just made 
by Brazil for the construction of forty new 
men of war. The Brazilian program is to 
extend over a period of six years, and will 
result in the addition of battleships, cruisers, 
and torpedo boats to her effective naval] ust 
by 1911. 
Authorities here are never inclined to take 
the South Americans too seriously and ridi- 
cule the idea of conflict even in the far future, 
But they do appreciate that it is unwise to 
take any action which might accentuate 
South American suspicion. Therefore, in the 
Dominican treaty provision was inserted by 
which the United States recognized the inde- 
pendence and integrity of Dominican terri- 
tory. 
The state department has frankly communi- 
cated to South American diplomats thé rea- 
sons of the president In arrangitig for con- 
trol of the finances of the island by the United 
States.

. Discord produced by the sweet strains of 
“The Boyne.Water” had to be settled yes- 
terday in Justice Martin's court. 

Wiliam Reinhart, 879 South Loomis street, 
is a musician. He once possessed a Stradit- 
varius violin with which he was wont to be- 
guile the evening hours. He could play many 
tunes, among them “ The Boyne Water.” 

The neighbors enjoyed his music, especially 
when he played “St. Patrick's Day,” “ the 
Wearing of the Green,” and “ Tara's Halls.” 
But “ The Boyne Water ” was the limit. 

Reinhart never had played that tune until 
the night of Feb. 2. Then it was by request. 
Instead of recetving the encore he expected 
he received a delegation of indignant Irish- 
men. Their mission was performed without 
preliminaries. Neither did they explain, 

What “The Boyne Water” Is. 

“The Boyne Water” is the place where 
Ireland lost its independence many years 
ago. Its loyal countrymen, however, never 
bave forgotten the indignity, and have har- 
bored grudges against the locality and the 
Prince of Orange ever since. Better to un- 
derstand Reinhart’s position, try the experi- 
ment of walking in West Madison street some 
St. Patrick’s day with an orange ribbon in 
your buttonhole, and whistling “ The Boyne 
Water.” Then send a hurryup call for the 
nearest ambulance.

LODZ, Feb. 10.—It is reported that a gen- 
eral railroad strike will commence on Feb. 
1¢ throughout Poland.

LODZ, Russian Poland, Feb. 10.—Eighty- 
three persons killed and 234 wounded tells 
the story of today’s rioting here and yester- 
day's conflicts at Sosnovice and Skarzysko. 
Numerous other encounters between troops 
and strikers are reported at different points,

Clash at Geyer’s Factory. 
The most serious encounter was at Geyer’s 
factory. The striking employés, 3,500 in num~- 
ber, had marched to the plant to demand pay 
for last week, although they were on a strike 
all the week. A detachment of soldiers lined 
up in front of the building and refused the 
strikers an entrance. One report says that 
the strikers fired first. At any rate, the'sol- 
diers firéd a volley into the crowd. Twenty 
men were killed and fifty wounded. _ 
Details of the encounters at the Chiebler 
and Kohn factories, in the outskirts of the 
city; are not at hand, it only being reported 
that four were killed and sixty-eight wound- 
ed at the former and seven killed and forty 
wounded at the latter. 


Battle at Sosnovice 

Fuller details of the conflict at Sosnovice 
yesterday are at hand. The strikers invaded 
the yards of the Katherinen works, deémand- 
ing that the workmen in charge of the elec- 
trical machinery there join in the strike. A 
company of soldiers intervened and a Polish 
officer repeatedly called upon the people to 
disperse. They refused to leave unless they 
were accompanied by the workmen. 

It is said that a rioter menaced the officer 


with a knife, whereupon he gave the order 


to fire, with the result that twenty-eight 
persons, including a high school pupil, who 
happened to be passing, fell dead and thirty- 
six were seriously woundéd. 

These latter were removed to a hospital, 
where five of them have since died. A num- 
ber of others were slightly wounded. Many 
were wounded in the back and evidently they 
were trying to escape. , 

A large quantity of dynamite has been, 
stolen from the explosive stores of the Casi- 
mir mines, it is supposed by strikers." 

Strikers Generally Enraged. 

The strikers generally are enraged at the 
refusal of manufacturers to give them their 
pay, and several other encounters between 
mobs and troops are reported from different 
directions. A number of people are said to 

The greatest alarm prevails here. The 
shops were closed early this afternoon and 
the windows were boarded up. An addi- 
tional regiment of infantry has arrived here. 
Troops are stationed in the streets leading 
to the Grandhotel, where the governor has 
taken up his headquarters. 


Ultimatum to the Strikers. 
. The manufacturers today agreed on an 
ultimatum to the strikers to the effect that 
unless they return to work on Feb. 13 all the 
mills will be shut down indefinitely. 

The manufacturers realize that they made 
a mistake in paying their mtn in advance, 
and today the governor general prohibited 
all further payments of the kind. 

In fact, it was the energetic action of the 
governor that precipitated the conflict at 
Guyer’s factory today. Hesent for the man- 
ager and informed him that if he persisted 
in paying his workmen he would be sent to 
prison. At the same time he ordered the 
troops to the mill with orders to allow no one 
to enter. The conflict followed. 

' Aim of Revolutionary Party. 

The attitude of the strikérs today is much 
more threatening and the conviction is gain- 
ing ground that the revolutionary party de- 
gires to bring about a collision with the mili- 
tary. The governor, who from the beginning 
has done everything possible to prevent 
bidadshed, has given strict orders that the 
troops must not fire unless attacked. 

A bad impression has been made here by 
the appeal in England for funds for the Rus- 
sian strikers. As the strikeis purely politica] 
this money practically would be used for the 
revolutionary propaganda. 


CONFLICT AT SKARZYSEO. 

BERLIN, Feb. 11, 3 a. m.—According to 
press dispatches from Kattowitz, Russian 
Poland, a collision occurred between 15,000 
strikers and the military at the Russian sta- 
tion of Skarzysko, in which twenty-four 
strikers were killed and forty wounded. The 
military, it is also reported, fired on strikers 
at Ostrowicz, but the casualties in that case’ 
are not known. 

The Lokal Anzeiger’s Warsaw dispatch 
gives the number of strikers killed at Lodz 
on Thursday at nineteen and the wounded at 
112. These figures apply to only part of the 
disturbances. The sharpest fight took place 
before the factory of the Schiedler company, 
the number of strikers killed or wounded 
there not being reported. Two soldiers and 
one detective were killed. "

ARMIES ARE CLOSE IN TOUCH. 


Russian and Japanese Forces Concen- 
trated East and West of Railway on 
Main Roads to Mukden. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE RUSSIAN

Guns to the value of $2,500,000 have been 
ordered. 

The publication of naval honors discloses 
the fact that Lieut. Yokowo, commander of 
the torpedo boat destroyer Fuji, thrice dur- 
ing last July swam into Port Arthur harbor, 
towing fish torpedoes. Lieut. Yokowo per- 
formed many other acts of bravery.

TELLS OF A CRUISER'S SINKING. 


Commander Okuda Gives First Details 
_.of Loss of the Saiyen Near Port : 
 frthuronNov.30, 


TOKIO, Dec. 28,—-[Correspondence. }—Com- 
mander Okuda, second in command of the 
Japanese cruiser Saiyen when a Russian 
mine sent it to the bottom on Nov. 30, has 
given the first detailed statement of the 
disaster. His recital follows: 

“'The Sailyen was in Louise bay on Nov. 30, 
coéperating with the army, which was then 
engaged: in an attack against the enemy’s 
strongholds on 203 Meter hill, At2:240’clock 
in the afternoon there was an explosion, and 
almost immediately the ship listed to star- 
board. 

“Cupt. Tajima and all of us realized at 
once that all hope of saving the vessel was 
lost. The ship had struck one of the enemy’s 
mines. The mine hit below the forward en- 
gine room, killing the five men on duty in the 
forward engine room and three of those in 
the after engine room. 

“The enemy on Liaotie mountain, observ- 
ing our condition, mercilessly poured a dead- 
ly fire on us and the comrade ships which 
hurried to our rescue. The latter had to 
engage in their humane task in the face of 
e vigorous fire from the enemy. 

“When the ship sank the captain was 
on the port side of the bridge and I on the 
starboard side, and as the ship listed to star- 
board I must have gone down before the 
captain did. I sank deep, but fortunately 
gained the surface and caught hold of a ham- 
mock, which kept me afloat until I was picked

Czar’s Ambassador at Washington De- 
clares Russia Will Fight Until 
Japan Is Defeated. ' 


. Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.}— 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador, has 
again conveyed to Secretary Hay the view 
of his government that peace with Japan is 
impossible at this juncture. 

“I do not understand where ail these ru- 
mors of peace spring from,’ said the Rus- 
sian ambassador this afternoon. “ Undoubt- 
edly they were set afloat for the purpose of 
influencing the stock market, or, perhaps, to 
pave the way for a new Japanese loan. 

“ But there is no peace in sight, and there 
is no thought of peace in St. Petersburg. 
Russia was forced into this war. She can- 
not draw back now, and she will] not draw 
back. The war will go on and she will con- 
quer. There can be no doubt of this point." 

Great interest is manifested in financial 
circles in the trip announced from Tokio of 
Vice President Takahasi of the Bank of 
Japan to this country and England to ar- 
range new loans. Men here who have stud- 
fed the financial situation in New York think 
Takahasi may experience some difficulty in 
floating any more bonds in this country. 

Japanese bonds to the amount of $50,000,000 
have already been floated in this country. 
The last issue was guaranteed by a second 
mortgage on customs. Japan still has her 
railroads, which are owned by the govern- 
ment, and the tobacco monopoly to put Into 
pawn. When these are gone, the Russians 
assert, Japan will not be able to place. an- 
other yen abroad.

Cablegrams Report Status. 
* During the day cablegrams were received 
at both the state and navy departments from 
San Domingo. The text of these was with- 
held for publication, 

The state department has received a mail 
report from Mr. Dawson, the American min- 
ister at San Domingo, déscriptive of the ne- 
gotiations that have been proceeding be- 
tWeen himself and Commander Dillingham on 
the one side and President Morales on the 
other. The report does not include the last 
phases of the exchanges, including the sig- 
nature of the protocol which is now on its 
way to Washington. 

The arbitration award’ contemplated the 
administration of Dominican customs at four 
named ports by agents of the United States, 
and Mr. Abbott was selected at the instance 
of the New York claimants under the award 
and installed as collector of customs at Puerta 
Plata. Complaint having been made that re-

Russia is not to be deprived of an outlet to 
the Pacific: Whatever. may be the result of 
the military operations, Vladivostok will be 
Russian. It is beliéved to be the best for the 
interests of civilization that the Trans- 
Siberian railroad should furnish a complete 
connection from the Baltic tq‘the Pacific. 
There is no intimation as yet that Japan 
would. seek to deprive Russia of this north- 
ern outlet, but such position might be- 
taken by the.island empire Jater on. 

There is a decided notion on the part of 
European: natiohs, which perhaps partially 
is shafted by the United States, that some 
stand must be taken to put_a stop fo the 
ambition which naturally will possess the 
Japanese after a successful war against so 
great a power as Russia? 


Both Nations to Demand Land. 
What is most to be feared, however, is the 
natural community of interedts' between 
Japan and Russia after their fighting days 
are over, and when both nations’are thor- 
oughly exhausted. Their natural disposi- 
tion will be to seek for territorial recompense 
for their sacrifices of men and money. 

If Japan is preverited from going north- 
ward it may seek a’slice of China, and if 
Russia is deprived of its great outlet, Port 
Arthur, it, too, would be likely to look for 
another outlet or more valuable territory in 
southern latitude. 

As a basis for action, therefore, the integ- 
rity of China is believed by the three great 
nations to be one thing which must be main- 
tained at all hazards, regardless of the 
wishes either of Japan or Russias The “ open 
door" is to be the keynote of this policy. 
Comme freedom in China, equality of 
all nations, abolition of unfair spheres of 
influence, and the-definition of the orient 
among the great powers on lines substan- 
tially as they existed before the war are 
likely to be principles insisted upon by the 
great neutral powers when the time comes 
to settle the results of the war. 


Russia to Keep Most of Land. 


Japanese predominance of inflence in Corea 
is deemed to be inevitabie in spite of the 
treaty between Great Britain and Japan 
which assumes to guarantee the independ- 
ence of the kingdom. That nation invited the 
Japanese invasion at the outset and mani- 
festiy welcomed the Japanese as a relief from 
the Russians. For this reason it is assumed 
Corea will be Japanese in the long run. 
| For practically identical reasons it similarly 
is asserted that the greater part of Man- 
churia will remain Russian and that the re- 
sult of the war, when simmered down, will 
be the loss to Russia of Port Arthur and the 
practical Japanigation of Corea, leaving what 
Secretary Hay called the “ administrative 
entity ’’ of China absolutely undisturbed, and 
at the same time making no rearrangements 
of the existing territorial. possessions of 
mee Germany, and Great Britain in the 


here is a constant, though perhaps an un- 

nded, belief in England that Germany is 
considering a combination with Russia which 
will give Germany new territory at the ex- 
pense. of China. This belief is not in har- 
mony with the declarations the German am- 
bassador is supposed to have made to Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt within the last few days. 
This suspicion is mentioned merely to show 
that according to British ideas the kaiser 
may be saying one thing today and doing 

thing different tomorrow. 

There is no reason to assume President: 
Roosevelt or Secretary Hay shares this view. 
On the contrary, the chances are that they 
have received the assurances of the German 
emperor that he As prepared to stand by 
the general principles of the oriental policy 
elaborated by Secretary Hay in perfect good 


faith, 
United States Is to Lead. 


When peace comes the United States surely 
will be-a leader in the settlement. It will 
begin operations, lam assured, by assuming 
that none of the European nations is seeking 
for territorial aggrandizement at the ex- 
pense of China. This nation is not looking 
for bad faith, and until it has cause to believe 
to the contrary it will accept the repeated 
declarations of the European powers at their 
face value and will proceed of the theory 
they meant what they said, 

People who know something of the tense- 
ness of diplomatic relations betwéen Great 
Britain and Germany, and who are aware of 
the constant suspicion between those two 
nations, will see something still more out 
of the ordinary in the visit here at this par- 
ticular time of Mr. Spring-Rice and the re- 
turn of Ambassador Sternburg. 

The United States may be the bond of union 
between Great Britain and Germany. It 
may be not the mediator, but the connecting 
link. Two great European powers, although 
distrusting each other, readily may see it is 
to their best interests to trust the United 
States. In this way it seems likely that the 
open, honest, and so-called shirt sleeve di- 
plomacy of John Hay may before long be 
called intoyplay, not only to protect the in- 
tegrity of the Chinesé empire but by that act 
avert the great war of which Europe has bee 
afraid for a generation. Ks

DEBATE AT HIGH PITCH. 


Sentiment Strongly Opposed to 
Sacrificing Position toa 
Few Senators. « 


‘Washington, D. C.,; Feb. 10.—The republi- 
cans of the house of representatives decided 
in conference today that the house statehood 
provision shall prevell or that no state- 
hood légtslation will be enacted by the pres 
ent congress. The resolution, which, it is 
said, sets forth this position, and which was 
adopted by a vote of 112 to 33 after three 
hours of debate, is as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this conference 
that the action and policy of the republican caucus 
held. April 15, 1904, touching the admission of 
Oklahoma and the Indian territory as one state 
and New Mexico and Arizona as one state, as pro- 
vided im the bill of the house, No, 14749, which bill 
has been amended by the senate and is now pend- 
ing in the house committee on territories, be in- 
, sisted upon, and that we insist on such parilamen- 

tary proceedings as can be had by a majority of 
the house, or a special order as can be made and 
adopted by a majority of the house, under which 
the aforesaid policy of the republicans of the house 
will be worked out. : 

Speaker. Cannon.is the author of this 
lution. When the conference convened three 
propositions were laid before it, none of 
-which was adopted. The first was a resolu- 
tion offered»ny Mr. Dalzell, reciting the his- 
tory of the statehood legislation in the house 
and reaffirming the caucus action taken at 
that time. Another was a resolution by Mr. 
Sibley of Pennsylvania, providing that the 
statehood bill be made the subject of con- 
ference between the two houses. — 

The third was an amendment to this resolu- 
tion, offered by Mr. Tawney, adding that in 
such conference the house conferees be in- 
structed to insist on the house provisions 
of the bill. No vote was taken on any of these 
propositions. 

New Mexico Wants Concurrence. 

Delegate Rodey of New Mexico made a 
strong appeal for concurrence in the senate 
bill. Other speeches were made by Messrs. 
Dalzell, Pennsylvania; Hamilton, Michigan, 
chairman of the committee on territories; 
and Powers, Maine. ‘Delegate McGuire of 
Oklahoma pleaded for action whereby at 
least Oklahoma and the Indian territory 
might be admitted. Speaker Cannon occu- 
pied the floor at length on two different occa- 
sions. 

The debate was keyed to a high pitch at all 
times. The ground was taken by those who 
favored the house provisions or nothing, 
that the republicans of the body would be 
sacrificing their position taken heretofore to 
a few republican senators who had seen fit 
to unite with the minority of the senate if 
the bill as amended was accepted. 

A definition of what is considered the 
binding feature of a caucus was made to 
those republican members who have indi- 
cated an intention to vote with the demo- 
crats should opportunity arise for the ac- 
ceptance of the senate bill. This definition 
was that unless a member gives notice in 
caucus that he will not be bound by the ac- 
tion taken he must consider himself bound 
thereby. 

Binding Force of Caucus 

At the republican caucus on April 15 last 
when the house bill was agreed on as the 
measure to be supported there was no mem- 
ber who indicated his unwillingness to be 
bound by the caucus. This binding feature 
of a eaucus, it was declared, was in force 
throughout the congress in which the caucus 
occurs, and the statement was made that no 
republican member of the house now can 
consider himself free to support the senate 
statehood proposition. 

There is some talk among house members 
that the senate might accept the house bill, 
and negotiations with this end in view have 
been in progress. To make it impossible for 
the house committee to take any action until 
some understanding has been reached the 
committee at its last meeting adjourned to 
meet at the call of the chairman. 


ROADS PLEAD WITH SENATORS. 


Representative of Stockholders Asks the 
Upper House Not to Regulate the 
Freight Rates of Country 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—Daniel Daven- 
port of Bridgeport, Conn., representing an 
organization formed by holders of railroad 
securities, was heard today by the senate 
committee on interstate commerce. He 
spoke in opposition to the various bills pro- 
posing federal regulation of railroad rates. 

Davenport said if congress should assume 
power over railroad rates it would be bound 
by limitations of law and the constitution 
to wipe out differentials of every character 
between the several ports. : 

Senator Foraker asked why there should 
be any differentials and Mr. Davenport ex- 
plained that water freight rates from north- 
ern Atlantic ports to south Atlantic ports 
made it necessary for the railroads to charge 
a lower freight rate than is charged for a 
shorter distance between Chicago and east- 
ern ports. He’ declared the only solution 
would be the regulation of both water rates 
and railroad rates. 

The hearing of the case of William R. 
Hearst against the anthracite coal carrying 
railroads, involving the question of alleged 
excessive coal rates, was continued before 
the Interstate commerce commission. Fran- 
cis Gowan, counsel for the Lehigh Valley 
railroad, declared there was no pool among 
the local carrying roads and that there was 
‘no combination and no discrimination. He 
contended the rates were reasonable. J. D. 
Campbell, for the Reading railroad, declared 
if the rates were let alone their trend would 
be toward lowering the rates on foodstuffs 
and raw materials.

LITTLE LIGHT ON PARKYN CASE. 


Husband Goes to Logansport and Is Re- 
fused Last Letter He Wrote 
to His Wife. 


The inquest over the body of Mrs. H. A. 
Parkyn of Chicago, who committed suicide 
in Logansport, Ind., on Thursday, was heid 
yesterday. Dr. Parkyn was in the town, but 
deciined to go to the morgue. 

The first question the husband asked the 
coroner was: ‘ Did you open that letter?” 
and he appeared relieved when told that the 
letter had not yet been opened. The coroner 
found checks, certificates of mining stock, 
and numerous letters from her husband in 
Mrs. Parkyn’s valise. 

Dr. Parkyn wanted to recover the last 
letter he had written his wife, but the coro. 
ner refused to give it up. Dr. Parkyn said 
his wife was jealous and he feared his last 
abrupt letter was responsible for her suicide. 

Henry Parks, brother of Mrs. Parkyn, said 
Dr. Parkyn knew the real reason of the 
suicide, but refused to divulge it. Parka 
says he believes the fortune left Mrs. Parkyn 
has been lost in speculation. 

The letter which Mrs. Parkyn left to be 
opened by her husband contained a sealed 
letter to her two brothers, Henry and Will- 
jam Parks of Converse, Ind., checks aggre- 
gating $700, and a letter to Dr, Parkyn which 
read: “Iam going to end my life here and 
thus relieve you of a great burden.” . 

In discussing the suicide of Mrs, Parkyn, 
Eimer Elisworth Carey, editor of the Chi- 
cago psychological publication, Suggestion, 
of which Dr. Parkyn is publisher, gave the 
psychological progress of suicide mania. 

“There are many men successful in busi- 
ness and apparently content who suddenly 
shoot themselves,” he said. “The deed is a 
stirprise, for no one can tell what is going 
on in another’s mind. Something puts the 
idea of ending existence into a mind, it lodges 
there, and produces an area of brain tissue 
which is excited by this idea. Constant re- 
currence of the thought produces first dis- 
comfort, then pain, finally agony, and it is 
to terminate the agony that the suicide’s 
deed is done. This irritation of the brain 
area may be slow or it may be rapid and oe 
induced by any of a thousand causes.”” 

Mrs. Parkyn will be buried at Converse, 
Ind., her former home, tomorrow.

He differs with a 
g00d many local grain men in classifying the 
Oregon wheat as a soft winter wheat. They 
term it a hard variety of red winter wheat 
and as the riles were amended some time ago 
to provide that only red winter wheat of soft 
variety could be inspected as No. 2 red and 
No. 3 red, the rules would have to be changed. 
I am surprised,” said B. A. Eckhart of the 
stain committee of the board, “ at the state- 
ments attributed to Mr. Neville to the effect 
it is an injustice to bar the western wheat, 
as it would be not to grade Illinois or Indiana 
red wheat as red winter. It would be an 
injustice to i ng and Indiana red winter 
wheat and to the farmers and millers of these 
states to grade as red winter a variety of 
wheat which is worth 10c less than the native 
red winter wheat. The ultimate purpose of 
wheat is to be ground into flour for food and 
if the Oregon wheat were as good as the na- 
tive wheat it would not be selling at’10c leas 
to millers. It brings about 6c under May 
wheat here, while red winter wheat brings 4c 
over. I have made experiments with the Ore- 
gon wheat and-know that it makes a much 
poorer flour. It makes a flour of peor color, 
bluish or ashen instead of the golden color the 
trade wants, and lacking in body and 
strength. If there is only 2:or 3 per cent Jess 
gluten in it than in the native wheat, as it is 
claimed, it is certainly a poorer quality of 
gluten. It is undoubtedly uséful to mix with 
hard winter wheat, but would never do as a 
substitute for soft red winter wheat in mak- 
ing flour.”’ “So far as I can learn,” said 
W. N. Eckhardt, another member of the grain 
committee, “ the trade here is much opposed 
to classifying Oregon wheat as red winter 
wheat. It is undoubtedly a poorer quality of 
wheat and it would seem foolish to change 
our rules to fit a condition. which has never 
existed before and may never exist again. 
The shipment of Oregon wheat by rail to the 
east is out of the normal, made possible only 
by an extremely light crop east of the Rock- 


ies." Some local wheat man like the western

He 
speaks of “winter killing,”’ once the greatébt 
drawback to winter wheat growing, as al-

He refers to the low 
condition shown in the government report of 
Dec. 1, 1904, an average of only 82.9, against

no recovery as the crop approached maturity,

In conclusioh, Mr. Snow says: “ Weather 
conditions du the first two months of the 
current winter have ranged about normal, 
not severe enough to have caused any un- 
easiness if the plant enjoyed normal vigor, 
but rigorous encugh to injure a plant already 
enfeebled. Snowfall has been only: nipder- 
ate and the protection offered intermittent, 
but temperatures have not ruled dangerously 
low for any continued period, and the groand 


was bare during zero temperatures only in |

ously low. Generally speaking, a reasonable 
review of the conflitions of plant growth and 
weather experiences would lead to the cen- 
clusion that some winter damage is inevita- 
ble, certainly more than usual, and with 
equal certainty, so far, less than last’ year, 
when by the official estimate between 4,000,- 
G00 and 5,000,000 acres were lost from winter 
killing.” ‘fhe heavy an@ general snowfall 
since the above review went to press have 
undoubtedly insured protection for the plant 
through the rest.of the winter and ample 
moisture for stafting plant growth in the 
spring. 

A student of the wheat market, who has 
taken the trouble to investigate the matter 
of receipts of new wheat in July for twenty 
years back, from 1883 to 1904, made some 
interesting discoveries. The movement 
seems to have been lberal in every year 
when there was a dry harvest. The largest 
receipts were in 1891, when over 10,000 cars 
came in—T7,757 cars No. 2 red, 2.304 cars No. 
8 red, 263 cars No. 2 hard, and 178 cars No. 
8-hard. The average receipts for the whole 
period were 1,330 cars No. 2 red. 765 cars No. 
8 red, 319 cars No. 2 hard,867 cars No. 5 
hard—total, 2,781 cars. In 1901 there were 
4,802 cars, including 2,853 cars No. 2 red, 547 
cars No. 3 red, 1,501 cars No, 2 hard, and 401 
care No. 3 hard.

Traffic suffered from the protracted severe 
weather, the movement of commodities being 
subjected to further delays at various west- 
érn poibts. Transportation difficulties are 
refiécted in the increased cost of operation 
and smaller earnings. of railroads, but the 
offerings of heavy freight are well maintained 
and the outlook has improved for increased 
passenger carrying. The same adverse cause 
also interrupted distributive activity, and re- 
tail trade slightly receded in leading lines. 
Receipts of farm products and live stock are 
seen to be lower, and flour forwarding also 
declined, but grain and provision shipments 
made a little gain. | 

Packers Working Close to Capacity. 

Values of the leading foodstuffs and live 
stock were firmer, and the packing houses 
worked close to capacity, the demand being 


stronger for their product; Receipts of hides . 


were 3.375.062 Ibs, againet 2.836.500 Ibe a year 
ago. The market was fairly active ‘and 
rices held. steady. Tanning . proceeded 
( y, new requirements being of good vol- 
ume. Leather continued in. fair. demand, 
and the shoe factories and other leather 
workers report improvement: in new. busi- 
ness, although cost discourages the. placing 
of heavy advance contracts for fall output. 

‘Lumber receipts, 24,231,000 feet. compared 
with 14,442,000 feet a year ago. Woodwork- 
ing Hnes now are fully employed for spring 
anaes and the trade in lumber of all kinds 
has n. favorably influenced by enlarged 
needs for buil@ing and manufacturing pur- 
poses. Values exhibit an upward tendency 
and some hardwoods are quoted high, avail- 
able supplies being meager. | | 


Iron Production Shows Increase. 


Tron and steel production hae run close 
to the maximum of capacity. and the fur- 
maces and mills practically are engaged for 
the year. Rafiroads again bought more 
freely of rails and rolling stock. and recent 
advances for some forms of finished stee! 
have not caused any diminution in the gen- 
eral demand. New commitments in pig 
fron were fewer, and thie division ruled quiet, 
but this is natural. considering the 
strides made in the last few months. Plates 
and merchant iron were bought to a fair 
extent, and more specifications appeared, in- 
volving considerable tonnage of structural! 
steel. Car bullders added to the aggregate 
of work to be completed this year, and the 
electric and machinery shops report satis- 
factory orders from domestic and foreign 
dealers. 

Grain shipments, 2.434.029 bu, are 5.4 per 
cent more than those of the corresponding 
week last year. The receipts aggregated 
3.434.901. bu, against 4.193.495 bu; Board of 
trade transactions reached a fair volume 
and prices advanced over the closings a week 
ago, corn and oats being strongest. Provis- 
ions were in good demand, export sales 
showing larger, and prices closed with 
a small gain. Live stock’ receipts were 
$21,877 head, against 201,884 head a year 
ago. All the choice grades readily were 
marketed at better prices, hogs and 
closing 15¢ higher and cattle 5c. 

Bank Clearings Are Larger. — 

Bank clearings, $190,606,530, are 47.6 per 
cent more than those a.year ago, when the 
week included a holiday.. The large gain to 
some.extent is due to the payments for City 
railway stock.’ The general demand for 
money has been steady and the discount rate 
for choice commercial paper was quoted at 
4 to 4% percent. Deposits have reached their 
highest record. Bankers are preparing for 
a more active use of funds with the opening 
of agricultural work in the’near future and 
manufacturers are reported likely to become 
larger borrowers. |

General Conditions Favorable. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

Some disturbance has been caused by the 
elements, but business conditions are other- 
wise unusually satistactory for the season. 
Distribution of merchandise is of liberal pro- 
portions and the new year is fulfilling san- 
guine expectations. Low temperature and 
storms int@rrupted traffic to some extent, but 
accelerated busin2ss in heavy wearing ap- 
parel, overshoes, and fuel. Manufacturing 
is still the best feature, especially in the 
iron and. steel industry, while textile mills 
and shoe shops are well engaged. Some con- 
servatism is noted in the placing of advance 


orders, but this is a favorable symptom.

BADGER RATE BILL INTRODUCED. 


Comprehensive Measure Presented in 
Wisconsin Senate and House Ex- 
pected to Become Law. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 10.—[Special.}—The 
administration's railroad rate bill wae in- 
troduced in both houses today. It is ex- 
pected the measure will pass both houses 
and become a law. It is a long, compre- 
hensive measure on which the committee 
has’ been working for weeks. It consulted 
experts and authorities all over the coun- 
try. 
to be appointed by. the governor for a term 
of six years, at a salary of $5,000 a year. 

In substance the bill provides that the 
commission shall perform all the duties now 
performed by the traffic managers of the 
various roads of the state. It gives the com- 
mission power to change commodity rates, 
zone rates, group rates, or any other rates 
that are now established by the rafiroads 
themseives which may seem to the commis- 
sion to be to the best interests of the state, 
It provides, however, that there shall be noe 


is no long or short haul provided for and no 
distance tariff, and the commission is left 
free to work out the schedules which shall 
be fair to the railroads and fair to every 
shipping interest in the state. 

in addition to this absolute ratemaking 
power it is proposed to give the commission 


conventence not only of rafifoads but ship- 
pérs as weil, and to compel interchange of 
traffic at junctional points without meon- 
venience or unnecessary delay. Provision is 


of traffic demands it. Power is given to the 
commission to regulate charges for switch- 
ing and demurrage charges. Investigation 
of all accidents is provided for. 

Of the commissioners one shall havea gen- 
eral knowledge of railroad accounts and sta- 
tistics, each of the others shall have a gen- 
eral understanding of matters relating to 
railroad transportation and the law pertain 
ing thereto. 

The governor at any time may remove any 
commissioner for inefficiency, neglect of 
duty, or malfeasance in office. |
